PRODUCTION PLAN (PLAN ITSELF HAS NOW BEEN PROMISED FOR APRIL 28.) 
MANLEY 

PROVIDED EXTENSIVE BACKGROUND ON TENETS OF DEMOCRATIC SOCIALISM. 
HE ANNOUNCED TWO-TIERED EXCHANGE RATE (SEPTEL), AND EFFORTS TO 
SEEK $200 MILLION IN FOREIGN EXCHANGE FROM INTERNATIONAL 
INSTITUTIONS NO 

OTHER GOVERNMENTS. HE IMPOSED A $250 MILLION (ALL 

FIGURES IN JAMAICAN DOLLARS) LIMIT ON THE BUDGET DEFICIT FOR FY 

1977/78. A WAGES POLICY WILL NOT BE 

TABLED UNTIL JUNE AT WHICH TIME TIGHT CONTROLS CAN BE EXPECTED. 
MANLEY PLEDGED CONTINUED EFFORTS AT TRADE DIVERSIFICATION PAR- 
TICULARLY WITH THE SOVIET UNION AND COMECON. HE SUPPORTED NEO 
ISSUES AND CARICOM. IN THE FIELD OF AGRICULTURE, MANLEY SET AR 
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ANNU J UAL ACTIVITY AND CREDIT TARGETS AND HE ANNOUNCED ES- 
TABLISHMENT OF PUBLIC SECTOR AGRICULTURAL ENTERPRISES TO PRO- 
MOTE LARGE-SCALE CULTIVATION AND COMMUNITY ENTERPRISE ORGAN- 
IZATIONS TO ACT AS COLLECTIVES TO PROMOTE "DEMOCRATIZATION OF 
PRODUCTION". 

IN THE MANUFACTURING SECTOR, MANLEY ANNOUNCED PRODUCTION TARGETS 
AND AN INCREASE IN THE IMPORT QUOTA ON RAW MATERIELS OF 
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$150 MILLION. THE PRIVATE SECTOR WAS ASSURED OF ITS CONTINUING 
ROLE IN THE ECONOMY. 

HOUSING CONSTRTION IS TO BE INCREASED FROM 7000 
UNITS TO 13,500 UNITS IN 1977. THE SPECIAL WORKS PROGRAM WILL 
BE REORGANIZED AS WILL OVER 20 GOVERNMENT AGENCIES. MANLEY 
REAFFIRMED HIS SUPPORT FOR THE CONCEPT OF MOBILIZATION, SAYING 
A NEW SENSE OF DISCIPLINE IS REQUIRED. FINALLY, HE 

ENDED BY CALLING FOR UNITY AND ANNOUNCING MEASURES TO DEAL WITH 
POLITICAL VICTIMIZATION, ELECTORAL REFORM AND HUMAN RIGHTS 
(REPORTED SEPTEL).. END SUMMARY 

2. INTRODU CTION : MANLEY SPOKE AT LENGTH ON 

JAMAICA'S ECONOMIC CRISIS AND THE METHODOLOGY OF THE TWELVE TEAMS 
CHARGED WITH PRODUCING THE ' PEOPLE'S PLAN". HE HAILED THOSE 
RESPONSIBLE, RESERVING PARTICULARLY LAVISH PRAISE FOR DR. 

NORMAN GIRVAN OF THE NATIONAL PLANNING AGENCY AND DR. ARTHUR 
BROWN AND DR. GLADSTONE BONNICK OF THE BANK OF JAMAICA. HE 
SAID THE PLANNERS HAD BEEN TOLD THEY SHOULD "CONCENTRATE THEIR 
ATTENTION ON THE GOAL OF SELF-RELIANCE WITHIN THE FRAMEWORK 
OF DEMOCRATIC SOCIALISM". THEY WERE TO FOCUS ON FOOD, CLOTHING, 
SHELTER, AND THE MOBILIZATION OF RESOURCES. LOCAL RESOURCES 
WERE TO BE MAXIMIZED AND GREATER INTER-SECTORAL LINKAGES WERE 
TO BE DEVELOPED. MANLEY STRESSED THAT " THE CAPITALIST ECONOMIC 
SYSTEM DOES NOT POSSESS THE KIND OF DYNAMICS WHICH CAN RESOLVE 
THE BASIC CONTRADICTIONS WHICH EXIST IN THE JAMAICAN ECONOMY". 

HE RESTATED AND EXPLAINED THE FOUR BASIC OBJECTIVES OF 
DEMOCRATIC SOCIALISM, NAMELY: 

1 . ACHIEVEMENT OF EQUALITY AND HUMAN DIGNITY 

2. PUBLIC CONTROL OF THE STRATEGIC AND CRITICAL MEANS 
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OF PRODUCTION 

3. COMMITMENT TO INDUSTRIAL DEMOCRACY AND WORKER 
PARTICIPATION 

4. GENUINE SOVEREIGNTY TO INCLUDE NON-ALIGNMENT AND 
THE ABSENCE OF SUBORDINATION 

3. FOREIGN EXCHANGE: MANLEY ANNOUNCED A NUMBER OF MEASURES 
DESIGNED TO ASSIT JAMAICA'S CRITICAL FOREIGN EXCHANGE SITUA- 
TION. 

A. $200 MILLION IN FOREIGN LOANS-MANLEY SAID "WE ARE 
PURSUING CERTAIN NEGOTIATIONS WITH INTERNATIONAL INSTITU- 
TIONS AND COUNTRIES WHICH ARE AIMED AT RAISING ADDITIONAL 
FOREIGN EXCHANGE RESOURCES OF $200 MILLION DURING THE 
PRESENT YEAR. IF OUR EXPECTATIONS ARE CORRECT, THEN WE 
WILL BE IN A POSITION TO INCREASE OUR IMPORT CAPABILITY 
FOR THE CURRENT YEAR BY A SIMILAR AMOUNT". MANLEY NOTED 
THAT ADDITIONAL FOREIGN EXCHANGE WAS NEEDED TO PREVENT 
WORSE UNEMPLOYMENT. HE OBSERVED THAT 50 PERCENT OF THE 
RAW MATERIALS WHICH GO INTO LOCAL MANUFACTURING ARE IMPOR- 
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TED FROM ABROAD. 

B. TIGHTER CONTROL OVER IMPORT LICENSES AND PERMITS- 
THIS WILL BE ACCOMPLISHED BY REOGANIZATION OF THE TRADE 
ADMINISTRATION DEPARTMENT AND INCREASED COLLABORATION OF 
TRADE ADMINISTRATION WITH THE BANK OF JAMAICA AND THE 
NATIONAL PLANNING AGENCY. 

C. CHANGE IN EXCHANGE RATE-MANLEY SAID A TWO-TIERED 
RATE CONSISTING OF THE CURRENT RATE AND A 371/2 PERCENT"DE- 
PRECIATED RATE" WILL TAKE EFFECT IMMEDIATELY (SEE SEPTEL 
FOR DETAILS ). 

4. REDUCING BUDGET DEFICIT 

A. $250 MILLION DEFICIT LIMIT-MANLEY ANNOUNCED THAT 

BANK OF JAMAICA SUPPORT FOR THE BUDGET DEFICIT WILL BE KEPT AT A 

MAXIMUM OF $250 MILLION FOR THE 1977/78 FISCAL YEAR. #3 

SAID THIS WILL BE DONE IN A WAY WHICH WILL NOT GENERATE 

ADDITIONAL UNEMPLOYMENT OR REMOVAL OF ANY OF THE PEOPLE S 
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PROGRAMS. MANLEY SAID THIS WILL ENTAIL GREATER SELF-

B. TAXES: MANLEY RECALLED RECENTLY IMPOSED TAX MEASURES

5. WAGES & PRICES: A NEW INCOMES AND PRICES POLICY 

IS BEING FORMULATED AND WILL BE ANNOUNCED BEFORE THE CURRENT 
WAGE FREEZE ENDS IN JUNE. MANLEY SAID THE START OF JULY WOULD 
NOT END THE PRESENT LEVEL OF RESTRAINT. A WAGE AND PRICE FREE- 
FOR-ALL WILL NOT BE ALLOWED. 

6. FOREIGN ECONOMIC RELATIONS: 

A. DIVERSIFICATION-MANLEY PLEDGED CONTINUED EFFORTS TO 
ATTAIN NON-ALIGNMENT AND SELF-RELIANCE. HE NOTED THAT 
CURRENT INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS PATTERS "DO NOT FULLY

NATIONS. HE DECRIED THE ECONOMIC DEPENDENCE THIS IMPLIES 
AND PLEDGED EFFORTS AT GREATER DIVERSIFICATION. HE SAID 
HE WOULD PURSUE THE "FULLEST EXPLORATION OF TRADING RELA- 
TIONSHIPS WITH THE SOVIET UNION, CARICOM AND THE PRC." 

HE EXPRESSED PARTICULAR INTEREST IN BAUXITE AND ALUMINA

B. CARICOM-MANLEY PLEDGED CONTINUED SUPPORT FOR CARICOM

REFORM OF INSTITUTIONS LIKE IMF. HE REPORTED GUIDE- 
LINES FOR THE CONDUCT OF TRANSNATIONAL CORPORATIONS. " WE 
WILL BE RESUMING OUR EFFORTS IN MOBILIZING THIRD WORLD 
COOPERATION AND WILL PRESS THE CASE FROM EVERY AVAILABLE 
PLATFORM". 

7. AGRICULTURE: 

THE PRIME MINISTER ANNOUNCED A VARIETY OF PROGRAMS AND 
TARGETS DESIGNED TO STIMULATE AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTION. 

- PROJECT LAND LEASE, UNDER WHICH 24,000 FARMERS ARE 
NOW OPERATING, WILL BE EXPANDED BY ANOTHER 10,000

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WILLINGNESS TO ESTABLISH AN INDEPENDENT ELECTORAL COMMMISSION, 
THE END OF THE STATE OF EMERGENCY AND REPLIES TO THE OP 
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POSITION’S CHARGES OF HUMAN RIGHTS VIOLATIONS. (ALL 
REPORTED SEPTEL.)
